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THE  year  under  review  has  been  dominated  by  elections,  for 
Parliament,  for  county  councils,  and  for  metropolitan  borough 
councils  in  addition  to  the  annual  elections  in  municipal  boroughs  ; 
in  April,  19 10  (a  few  da3's  after  the  close  of  the  year  under  review), 
for  the  London  guardians,  as  well  as  the  usual  annual  elections  for 
other  guardians  and  urban  and  rural  districts,  and  in  March  and 
April,  1 9 10,  for  the  parish  councils.  Meanwhile  the  prospect  of 
another  Parliamentary  election  in  the  coming  summer  is  already 
stirring  to  vigorous  life  the  various  political  associations  in  which 
our  members  take,  or  should  take,  an  active  part. 

The  results  of  all  these  elections,  although  by  no  means  un- 
favorable to  Socialism,  have  been  from  our  standpoint  tame  and 
somewhat  disappointing.  We  have  suffered  no  serious  defeats,  but 
we  have  achieved  no  unexpected  victories.  The  attack  on  Socialism 
has  failed,  and  the  electors  have  shown  that  they  are  not  to  be 
scared  by  the  garbled  extracts  and  lurid  perversions  of  the  Anti- 
Socialist  campaigners. 

Socialist  candidates  for  Parliament  and  for  local  bodies  have 
fared  neither  better  nor  worse  than  Liberals  and  Progressives.  The 
constituencies  have  been  interested  in  Free  Trade  or  Tariff  Reform, 
in  the  Budget  or  the  House  of  Lords,  in  local  questions  or  person- 
alities, and  have  returned  or  rejected  candidates  on  these  issues,  with- 
out much  regard  to  their  opinions  on  matters  of  less  immediate 
practicabilit}'. 

The  result  has  been  thai  our  Society,  like  other  Socialist  bodies, 
has  made  moderate  progress,  but  cannot  record  a  repetition  of  the 
remarkable  advance  which  followed  the  Socialist  victories  of  the 
General  Election  of  1906,  and  the  bye-elections  of  a  few  months  later. 


The  General  Election. 

In  the  course  ot  the  year  the  Executive  Committee  resolved  to 
promote  two  candidates  for  Parliament,  both  in  the  first  instance  put 
forward  by  the  I.L.P.,  who  willingly  transferred  to  us  the  financial 
responsibility  required  by  the  Labor  Party. 

At  Portsmouth  W.  Stephen  Sanders  had  polled  8,172  votes  in 
1906,  beating  both  Conservative  candidates.  One  of  the  Liberal 
members  died  in  November,  and  for  some  weeks  a  bye-election 
campaign  was  fought.  This  caused  the  Liberals  to  put  up  a  candi- 
date for  the  seat,  who  was  retained  for  the  General  Election,  and 
thus  the  hope  that  the  Labor  candidate  would  have  a  "  clear  run  " 
(as  in  all  other  two  member  constituencies  fought  by  the  Party)  was 
frustrated.  After  causing  considerable  expenditure  the  bye-election 
was  abandoned,  and  at  the  General  Election  in  January  the  popularity 
of  Lord  Charles  Beresford  and  other  causes  put  our  candidate  at  the 
bottom  of  the  poll  with  an  unexpectedly  small  vote.  The  figures

As  1,500  votes  were  split  between  Bramsden  and  Sanders,  the 
absence  of  a  fifth  candidate,  whether  Liberal  or  Labor,  would  not,  on 
the  figures,  have  affected  the  result. 

At  Huddersfield  Harry  Snell,  one  of  our  most  experienced  pro- 
fessional lecturers,  was  already  adopted  as  Labor  candidate  for  this 
town  when  we  decided  to  give  him  our  official  support.  In  1906  a 
Labor  candidate  was  beaten  by  a  Liberal  by  489  and  340  at  the 
General  and  a  bye-election,  in  both  cases  heading  the  Conservative  by 
a  substantial  figure.  Notwithstanding  unfavorable  local  circumstances 
our  candidate  did  excellently,  increasing  his  vote  by  264  over  the 
previous  election,  but  the  Liberal  did  better  still ;  the  figures  were : —

In  all  20  of  our  members  were  candidates  for  Parliament,  of  whom 
8  were  elected,  4  to  the  Labor  Party  and  4  as  Liberals.  As  at  the 
dissolution  6  Labor  members  and  5  Liberals  belonged  to  the  Society, 
the  net  result  is  a  loss  of  three  seats.  On  the  other  hand,  at  the 
General  Election  of  1906  only  7  Fabians  were  elected,  and  the  other 
4  joined  the  Society  subsequently.

The  Parliamentary  Fund. 

In  consequence  of  the  election  the  guarantors  to  this  fund  were 
requested  to  send  further  contributions  for  the  purposes  of  the 
election.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  fund  had  X148  in  hand  : 
by  its  close  the  guarantors  had  paid  ^556  and  other  members  had  sent 
^154,  which,  with  interest  on  deposit,  made  up  a  total  of  ;^86o.  Of 
this  £io^f  was  spent  on  organizing,  etc.,  ;^246  on  the  Huddersfield 
contest,  and,  owing  to  the  prolonged  campaign,  the  large  sum  of 
^470  at  Portsmouth.  A  balance  of  ;^"40  therefore  remains  on  hand. 
It  should  be  remarked  that,  in  addition  to  our  contribution,  £21^0 
was  collected  locally  and  ^^38  given  by  the  Labor  Party  to  the 
Huddersfield  contest  ;  whilst  at  Portsmouth  local  receipts  amounted 
to  ^148  and  ;^28  was  received  from  the  Labor  Party. 


The  London  County  Council. 

The  term  of  oflBce  of  our  two  aldermen — Ben  Cooper  and  W. 
Stephen  Sanders — expired,  and  three  sitting  councillors — Will 
Crooks,  R.  C.  Phillimore,  and  Sidney  Webb — did  not  seek  re- 
election. 

The  election  took  place  in  March,  when  all  our  members  who 
sought  re-election  were  successful.  The  Rev.  S.  D.  Headlam  headed 
the  poll  at  Bethnal  Green,  and  R.  A.  Bray  at  North  Camberwell ;  in 
North  Lambeth  Frank  Smith  retained  his  seat ;  at  Bow  and  Bromley 
George  Lansbur}'  headed  the  poll  and  won  a  seat  from  the  Moderates  ; 
and  at  Poplar  R.  C.  K.  Ensor  was  elected  in  place  of  Will  Crooks, 
retired. 

Dr.  Ethel  Bentham  was  unsuccessful  at  North  Kensington,  Miss 
Bondfield  at  Woolwich,  Ben  Cooper  at  Hammersmith,  and  J.  Gilbert 
Dale  at  Kennington. 

The  new  council,  in  which  the  Progressive  and  Labor  Parties 
combined  were  only  in  a  minority  of  two  elected  members,  has  a 
substantial  Moderate  majority,  because  that  party,  contrary  to  pre- 
cedent, filled  all  the  aldermanic  vacancies  with  its  own  supporters. 
But  it  selected  W.  Stephen  Sanders  as  one  of  the  co-opted  members 
of  the  Education  Committee. 

The  Fabian  Women's  Group  gave  great  assistance  to  Dr.  Bent- 
ham  in  her  candidature,  and  made  itself  responsible  for  her  election 
expenses.  In  addition  to  this  special  subscription,  a  sum  of  £df>  was 
raised  for  the  Fabian  candidates  and  divided  between  them,  the 
greater  part  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  donors. 

Meetings  of  the  Society. 

Nineteen  meetings  of  the  Society  have  been  held  during  the 
year,  two  more  than  last  year. 

The  regular  course  consisted  of  five  lectures  on  "  The  Future  of 
Socialism,"  prepared  in  consultation,  and  given  by  members  of  the 
Nursery,  who  attempted  to  state  afresh  the  principles  of  Socialism  in 
the  light  of  the  latest  developments  of  political  and  social  thought. 

No  less  than  six  out  of  the  other  ten  lectures  dealt,  more  or  less, 
with  the  relation  between  the  State,  the  economic  system,  and  the 
family,  approaching  the  problems  of  the  wage  work  of  women  and 
nurture  of  children  from  various  points  of  view,  historical,  descrip- 
tive, and  constructive.  These  lectures  were  not,  however,  arranged 
as  a  series,  and  the  number  of  them  is  an  indication  of  the  trend  of 
present  day  thought  and,  in  part,  of  the  all  pervading  influence  of 
the  "  Minority  Report."  All  these  were  given  by  members  of  the 
Society.  Of  the  remaining  four  lectures,  two  were  given  us  by 
foreigners.  Dr.  Veidl,  of  Vienna,  on  the  Municipal  Developments  in 
that  city,  and  Madarne  Vera  Figner  on  her  Twenty  Years  Imjirison- 
ment  in  Schlusselberg,  a  recital  of  oppression  which  was  heard  with 
keen  interest  and  indignation  by  a  large  audience. 

Two  meetings  were  rather  of  the  nature  of  discussions.  Ai  the 
first  the  Fabian    members  of  the  Royal  Commission   on   the  Poor 


Laws  and  Relief  of -Distress  gave  an  extremely  instructive  account  of 
the  principles  of  the  Minority  Report  and"  of  then-  share  in  its 
preparation.  A  few  weeks  later  an  opportunity  \v'as  afforded  to 
Joseph  Fels,  Josiah  C.  Wedgwood,  and  L.  H.  Behrens  to  present  the 
case  of  Taxation  of  Land  Values  as  a  Prevention  of  Unemployment. 

Two  business  meetings  were  held,  the  Annual  Meeting  for  the 
adoption  of  the  Report,  and  another  at  which  several  motions  were 
discussed,  including  one  relating  to  the  forcible  feeding  of  prisoners 
which  had  the  unexpected  effect  of  drawing  from  the  Home  Secret- 
ary a  lengthy  letter  to  the  Times  and  other  newspapers  containing 
an  agitated  denial  of  the  charges  made.  Subsequent  events  threw  a 
curious  light  on  this  denial. 

Owing  to  constant  overcrowding  at  Essex  Hall,  the  meeting 
place  was  changed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  the  Memorial 
Hall,  Farringdon  Street,  where  the  large  Hall  affords  ample  accom- 
modation for  the  members  and  their  friends.

Conferences. 
The  annual  conference  of  the  Executive  Committee  with  the  de- 
legates from  the  local  Fabian  Societies  and  London  local  Subject 
Groups,  instituted  in  1907,  was  held  this  year  on  July  loth  at  Uni- 
versity Hall,  Gordon  Square,  and  was  attended  b}-  seventeen  members 
of  the  Executive,  delegates  from  fourteen  local  societies,  three  uni- 


versity  societies,  as  well  as  the  representatives  of  London  District 
Groups  and  Subject  Groups — seventy-five  persons  in  all.  The  new- 
regulations  for  the  annual  conference,  which  were  submitted  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  were  discussed  and,  after  amendment,  adopted. 
This  was  the  chief  business  before  the  meeting.  The  Northern  Fa- 
bian Conference  was  held  on  May  ist  at  Sheffield,  and  was  attended 
by  about  120  members  of  the  Liverpool,  Manchester,  Sheffield,  Hud- 
dersfield,  Leeds  and  other  Fabian  Societies  in  the  north.  "The  Re- 
lation of  the  Provincial  Fabian  Societies  to  London,"  ''The  PoHtical 
Policy  of  Fabian  Societies,"  and  the  Reports  of  the  Royal  Commission 
on  the  Poor  Law  were  the  chief  matters  discussed. 

Suburban  Lectures. 
In  spite  of  the  break  made  in  propaganda  work  by  the  General 
Election  in  Januar}-  last,  twenty-one  courses  of  lectures,  in  nearly 
every  case  of  four  each,  on  "The  AboHtion  of  Poverty  "  and  "Modern 
Socialism,"  under  the  Suburban  Scheme,  were  given  between  the 
end  of  September  and  the  beginning  of  April  by  W.  Stephen 
Sanders,  H.  Snell,  and,  in  one  instance,  H.  H.  Schloesser.  Owing 
to  the  abortive  bye-election  at  Portsmouth  several  of  the  courses 
begun  by  W.  Stephen  Sanders  were  completed  by  Miss  Murby,  J.  H. 
Greenwood  and  Miss  Atkinson.  The  lectures  were  given  at  Bexley 
Heath,  Catford,  Chiswick,  Chelmsford,  Clapham  (two  courses),  Crickle- 
wood,  Croydon,  Deptford,  Forest  Gate,  Golder's  Green,  Greenwich, 
Ilford,  Raynes  Park,  Sidcup,  Southgate,  Sydenham,  Tunbridge  Wells 
Wandsworth,  Willesden,  and  Woodford.  The  number  of  courses  is 
one  more  than  last  year,  and  more  applications  for  them  were  received 
than  could  be  granted.  Eleven  of  the  courses  were  organized  by 
local  Fabian  societies  and  groups.  The  total  net  cost  of  the  lectures 
amounted  to  £i']2. 

Pkoni.ncial  Lectures. 

The  organization  of  provincial  lecturing  was  considerably  dis- 
turbed b}'  the  General  Election  campaign,  and  the  exhaustion  of 
public  interest  in  political  and  social  subjects  which  resulted  there- 
from. Nevertheless,  although  a  large  number  of  engagements  had 
to  be  cancelled,  twenty -six  courses  of  four  lectures  each  on  "The 
Abolition  of  Poverty"  were  given  under  the  Provincial  Scheme  by 
H.  Beaumont,  H.  H.  Schloesser,  Holbrook  Jackson,  W.  Stephen  San- 
ders, and,  in  one  case,  by  J.  H.  Greenwood,  at  Abergavenny,  Bath, 
Colchester,  Coventry',  Darlington,  Elland,  Griffithstown,  Halifax, 
Hanley,  Leeds,  Leicester,  Middlesborough,  Newport,  Newton  Abbot, 
Otley,  Plymouth,  Pontnewydd,  Sevenoaks,  Stourbridge,  Sunderland, 
Swindon,  Taunton,  Uxbridge,  Walsall,  West  Hartlepool  and  Yeovil. 
The  net  cost  to  the  Society  for  the  twenty-six  courses  was  ^194. 
Last  year  thirty-two  courses  were  given  in  the  provinces. 

G.  Bernard  Shaw,  as  last  year,  took  part  in  the  work  of  pro- 
vincial propaganda  by  addressing  five  large  meetings  at  Huddcrsfield, 
Leicester,  Llandudno,  Walsall  and  Sidcup.  Local  Fabian  organiza- 
tions arranged  the  gatherings,  which  were  in  every  way  most  successful. 
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Other  Lectukp:s. 
Lectures  have  been  given  to  Independent  Labor  Party  branches^ 
Land  Clubs,  literary  and  debating  societies  and  other  bodies,  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  whose  names  are  on  the  lecture  list.  In  many 
instances  these  have  been  arranged  through  the  Office ;  but  as  our 
members  become  known  as  lecturers,  societies  make  engagements 
direct  with  them.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sidney  Webb  have  lectured  on  the 
Minority  Report  under  the  auspices  of  the  Hull,  Liverpool,  Man- 
chester, Sheffield  and  other  Fabian  societies.  The  Organizing  Sec- 
retary has  lectured  for  the  Burnley,  Darwen,  Hudderslield,  Liverpool, 
York,  and  the  Oxford  University  and  Cambridge  Universitv  Fabian 
societies. 

New  Socip:ties. 

Fabian  societies  have  been  formed  during  the  year  at  Bolton, 
Chesterfield,  Colchester,  Golder's  Green,  Liverpool  University,  New- 
castle-under-L^'me,  Sevenoaks,  Southampton,  and  Tunbridge  Wells. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  societies  at  Bedales,  Southport,  and  Carnarvon 
have  ceased  to  exist :  in  the  first  two  cases  owing  to  the  removal  of  the 
active  members  to  other  districts.  Deducting  these  three,  the  num- 
ber of  provincial  societies  and  groups  at  the  end  of  March  was  forty- 
six,  of  which  eight  are  in  connection  with  the  universities.  The 
number  last  year  was  thirty-nine,  of  which  five  were  university 
societies.  In  addition  to  these,  two  Fabian  societies  in  the  colonies 
— one  at  Toronto  and  the  other  at  Christchurch,  N.Z. — have  been 
regularized  by  the  adoption  of  the  Fabian  Basis,  and  are  in  periodical 
communication  with  the  parent  body.  A  Fabian  society  has  also 
been  formed  at  Melbourne. 

London  Local  Groups. 

The  progress  of  London  groups  has  not  been  so  satisfactory  this 
year  as  last,  owing  to  the  dearth  of  members  willing  to  become  officers 
of  these  sections  of  the  Society's  activities.  The  Kensington  Group 
has  ceased  to  meet,  but  a  new  group  has  been  formed  in  Chelsea,  a 
district  previously  included  in  the  Kensington  Group  area.  The  St, 
Pancras  and  Central  Groups  have  merged,  but  the  combination  has 
been  inactive  owing  to  changes  in  secretaryship.  The  Hampstead 
Group  has  held  propaganda  lectures  with  some  success  in  its  area, 
A  new  group  has  been  formed  at  Chiswick,  which  has  held  a  series 
of  well-attended  lectures  and  discussions.  The  Clapham  Society  has 
kept  up  an  active  campaign,  holding  two  series  of  Suburban  Lectures 
during  the  autumn  and  winter.  The  Forest  Gate  Group  has  made 
strong  efforts  to  influence  a  very  diflicult  neighborhood  by  organizing 
a  course  of  Suburban  Lectures  and  holding  other  meetings.  The 
Lewisham  and  District  Fabian  Group  has  held  two  courses  of  Sub- 
urban Lectures  and  arranged  a  long  list  of  other  lectures  and  debates. 
The  Marylebone  and  Paddington  Group  has  held  regular  meetings, 
at  which  lectures  have  been  given.  The  Sidcup  Group  has  been 
very  active,  organizing,  among  others,  a  big  meeting  addressed  b}' 
Bernard  Shaw,  and  two  highly  successful  gatherings  on  the  Minority 
Report,  addressed  by  the  Organizing  Secretary.    The  groups  generally 


liave  done  a  considerable  amount  f)f  work  in  the  advocacy  of  the 
Minority  Report  proposals. 

SuBjKCT  Groups. 

The  Subject  Groups  have  held  numerous  meetings  during  the 
year.  The  Biolog}-  Group  has  continued  its  lectures  and  discussions 
on  the  various  aspects  of  the  relation  of  biological  science  to  social 
progress.  The  Education  Group  has  held  a  series  of  well-attended 
meetings  at  CliflFord's  Inn,  at  which  lectures  were  given  by  Professor 
Sadler,  Dr.  Wm.  Garnett,  Mrs.  Townshend,  F.  Kettle  and  others. 
The  Local  Government  Group  has  dealt  with  the  Minority  Report 
Bill,  and  has  begun  to  study  the  question  of  the  relation  of  local 
government  to  occupations.  The  Fabian  Women's  Group  has  in- 
creased its  membership  from  203  to  216.  It  has  continued  its  study 
of  the  conditions  of  Economic  Independence  for  Women  by  series  of 
papers  upon  Motherhood  and  Work,  and  upon  Women's  Part  in 
Industrial  History.  It  has  also  held  meetings  upon  Poor  Law  Reform, 
the  Trade  Boards  Act,  and  the  Women's  Charter,  addressed  by  Dr. 
Marion  Phillips,  Mrs.  Townshend,  Miss  Clementina  Black,  and  Lady 
Maclaren.  The  group  issued  a  summary  of  the  papers  read  during 
1908.  It  financed  and  otherwise  assisted  the  candidature  of  Dr.  Ethel 
Bentham  for  the  L.C.C.,  and  rendered  electoral  help  to  other  members 
standing  for  public  bodies. 

The  Fabian  Nurser\'  has  held  its  customary  meetings  at  the  Fabian 
Office  for  lectures  and  discussions. 

The  Social  Committee  has  done  admirable  work  in  arranging 
social  evenings  for  the  purpose  of  getting  into  touch  with  new 
members  and  interesting  them  in  the  work  of  the  Society. 

Fabian  Summer  School. 

The  School  has  again  had  a  successful  year  at  Llanbedr,  North 
Wales.  At  Easter  a  conference,  arranged  by  the  Education  Group, 
was  held,  at  which  a  course  of  lectures  was  given  on  the  educational 
aspects  of  the  Poor  Law  Reports.     There  were  over  thirty  guests. 

The  summer  session  opened  on  Saturday,  July  24th,  and  continued 
until  September  iJth.  As  in  the  previous  year,  two  extra  houses, 
Tymawr  and  Caermeddyg,  were  taken  for  the  month  of  August. 
The  main  feature  of  the  session  was  the  course  of  lectures  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Sidney  Webb  on  "The  National  Minimum."  F.  l.awson  Dodd 
acted  as  director  from  July  24th  to  August  14th,  and  Edw.  R.  Pease 
from  the  latter  date  until  the  end  of  the  session.  Notwithstanding 
the  unfavorable  weather  which  characterized  the  sunnner,  the  School 
was  almost  as  well  attended  as  before,  and  the  results  tlioroughly 
justified  the  labors  of  the  promoters. 

Public  •.\Tio.\s. 
The  chief  new  enterprise  of  the  year  in  this  department  has  been 
the  issue  of  Tracts  with  colored  covers.  An  experiment  was  made 
with  three,  the  new  Tract  by  Bernard  Shaw,  an  old  Tract,  "Socialism  : 
True  and  False,"  by  Sidney  Webb,  both  issued  with  portraits  of  the 
authors,  and  "  Facts  for  Socialists,"  for  which  a  design  was  made 
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for  us  by  A.  E.  R.  Gill.  The  results  have  proved  satisfactory  in  so 
far  that  it  is  evident  that  larger  numbers  of  the  two  old  Tracts  have 
been  sold  than  would  have  otherwise  been  the  case,  but  the  extra 
cost  of  production  has  been  considerable. 

A  further  experiment  is  to  be  made  in  the  publication  at  2d.  of 
two  new  Tracts,  on  "  The  Endowment  of  Motherhood "  and  on 
"  State  Purchase  of  Railways,"  in  covers  with  a  design  given  to  the 
Society  many  years  ago  by  Walter  Crane.  These  were  almost  com- 
pleted for  publication,  but  were  not  actually  issued  in  the  period 
covered  by  this  report. 

Five  new  penny  Tracts  have  been  published  during  the  year,  one 
less  than  in  the  previous  year,  when,  however,  two  of  the  six  were  in 
Welsh.

The  first  of  these  was  the  only  outcome  of  our  offer  made  to 
members,  for  a  limited  time,  to  pay  for  any  MS.  offered  which  proved 
suitable  for  publication.  The  republication  of  Bernard  Shaw's 
Fortnightly  Review  article  in  reply  to  Mr.  Mallock  was  a  most  suc- 
cessful venture,  and  13,000  copies  were  disposed  of  in  five  months. 
Moreover  it  was  decided  to  reprint  the  Tract  as  a  volume  in  the 
Socialist  Series,  published  by  Fifield,  and  this  was  done  a  few  weeks 
before  the  close  of  the  year. 

Two  other  volumes  in  this  series  have  been  published  since  our 
last  report  :  No.  6,  "  Socialism  and  National  Minimum,"  consisting 
of  papers  by  Mrs.  Sidney  Webb  and  Miss  Hutchins,  and  of  our  Tract 
on  "  The  Minimum  Wage,"  and  No.  7,  "  The  Wastage  of  Child  Life," 
by  Dr.  J.  Johnston,  of  Bolton,  who  kindly  allowed  us  to  reprint  a 
series  of  articles  on  Infant  Mortality  chiefly  in  Lancashire,  which 
had  already  been  issued  in  a  collected  form  by  a  local  publisher. 
These  later  volumes  have  not  proved  so  popular  as  those  first  issued, 
because,  as  the  Committee  was  aware,  public  attention  was  directed 
to  other  matters.

Almost  exactly  1,000  copies  of  Fabian  Essays  were  sold  by  us 
during  the  year.  The  Walter  Scott  Publishing  Company  paid 
royalties  on  9,442  copies  sold  to  30th  June,  1909,  the  greater  part  of 
which  was  effected  in  the  j-ear  iqo8-9,  and  is  mentioned  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  that  period. 

The  Book  Boxes  and  Me.mbers'  Bookshelf. 

Notwithstanding  the  number  of  important  elections  during  the 
year,  our  book  boxes  have  been  in  steady  demand  ;  the  number  of 
subscriptions  has  increased  from  161  to  173,  and  the  sum  receivetl 
(^91  7s.  6d.)  is  the  highest  yet  recorded. 
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No  large  additions  have  been  made  to  the  hbrary,  but  ^24  out  of 
the  balance  of  ^£34  at  the  credit  of  the  fund  from  last  year  has  been 
spent  in  purchasing  important  new  book?. 

There  are  now  about  230  boxes  available,  but  the  whole  number 
has  not  been  in  use  during  the  year. 

The  Members'  Bookshelf  has  become  a  part  of  the  Society's 
undertakings  of  which  its  members  regularly  avail  themselves. 
During  the  year  1,056  volumes  have  been  lent,  an  average  of  88  per 
month,  which  is  exactly  the  same  as  last  year. 

Books  were  also  supplied  to  the  Summer  School,  where  they 
found  many  readers.

Annual  Dinner  and  Soikkh. 

A  dinner  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sidney  Webb,  in  celebration  of  the 
part  they  had  taken  in  the  preparation  of  the  Minority  Report,  was 
held  on  May  iqth,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Graham  Wallas, 
and  was  attended  by  about  200  members  and  friends.  Mrs.  Webb, 
in  the  course  of  her  speech,  announced  the  formation  that  day  ot 
the  National  Committee  to  Promote  the  Break  Up  of  the  Poor  Law. 
which  has  since  had  so  successful  a  career.  Another  200  members 
attended  the  soiree  which  followed  the  dinner. 

Voluntary  Work  and  Workp:ks. 

A  committee  was  formed  in  November  to  organize  the  social 
work  of  members  and  others  who  are  prepared  to  give  their  time 
and  labor  to  social  reform,  and  efforts  have  been  made  with  some 
success  to  enlist  our  members  in  the  service  of  the  Care  Committees 
connected  with  the  London  Elementary  Schools. 

Thanks  are  due  to  H.  M.  Hart,  who  has  superintended  our  book- 
stall as  in  former  years,  to  those  members  who,  under  the  super- 
intendence of  Mrs.  Bonhote,  on  several  occasions  attended  at  the 
Office  to  do  the  addressing  of  wrappers  for  Fabian  News.  We 
hoped  to  obtain  a  large  amount  of  volunteer  work  of  this  descrip- 
tion, but  a  great  part  of  the  available  supply  has  no  doubt  been 
absorbed    by  our   vigorous    neighbor,   the    National  Committee    for 
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Promoting  the  Break  Up  of  the  Poor  Law.  We  hope,  however, 
that  our  memhers  will  not  overlook  the  needs  of  their  own  Society 
in  this  respect.

During  the  year  404  candidates  were  elected,  which  compares 
with  665,  817,  and  455  in  the  three  previous  years.  A  more  regular 
system  of  striking  off  members  in  default  has  been  introduced,  and 
the  present  list  more  nearly  represents  the  true  position  of  the 
Society  than  at  any  previous  period.  The  loss  by  this  process  and 
by  resignation  and  death  has  been  239,  21  more  than  last  year. 

The  number  of  associates  is  225,  an  increase  of  11  during  the 
year. 

The  number  of  members  of  Provincial  Societies  who  are  not 
members  of  the  London  Society  is  about  750. 

Thk  Ykak's  Fixaxck. 

The  amount  received  from  members  and  friends  for  all  purposes 
during  the  year  was  ^^2,320,  an  increase  of  ^^ 400  over  last  year,  and 
greatly  in  excess  of  any  earlier  year.  Only  three  years  ago  the  total 
so  received  was  no  more  than  ^771  ;  but  of  course  the  Parlia- 
mentary Fund  for  the  General  P31ection,  amounting  to  ,^'"7 10,  was  an 
exceptional  demand,  which  would  not  be  made  in  ordinary  years. 

Our  receipts  generally  show  steady  increases,  but  sales  of  litera- 
ture have  fallen  off,  an  experience  in  which  we  are  not  jjcculiar 
amongst  Socialist  bodies. 

During  last  year  Mr.  Fitield  i)aid  us  the  proceeds  of  the  first  sales 
of  our  new  Fabian  Series  j)ublished  by  him.  This  year  he  has  sokl 
volumes  to  the  value  of  ^57  (in  addition  to  copies  supplied  to  us  for 
sale),  but  we  have  spent  ;^I49  for  three  new  volumes  and  for  reprints, 
all  fully  paid  for,  the  proceeds  of  which  we  liojie  to  receive  in  ilue 
course. 
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The  reprint  of  the  Minority  Report  of  the  Poor  Law  Commission 
shows  a  satisfactory  gross  profit  of  ^66,  in  addition  to  £2}^  taken 
into  last  year's  accounts,  against  which,  however,  must  be  set  an  un- 
certain amount  for  postage  and  carriage. 

Our  pubhshing  transactions  are  now  much  more  compHcated 
than  they  were  a  few  years  ago,  and  it  is  not  so  easy  as  before  to 
compare  the  proceeds  of  Tracts  with  the  cost  of  printing.  It 
appears,  however,  that  during  the  past  year,  notwithstanding  the 
increasing  number  of  new  Tracts  sent  to  our  growing  hst  ot 
members  aud  associates,  the  sales  show  a  balance  of  profit  for  the 
first  time  since  iSqq.

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RULES. 

Definitions. 

1. — The  words  "due  notice"  shall  mean  that  the  notice  is  received  by  the 
General  Secretary  before  the  23rd  day  of  any  month  for  publication  in  the  next  issue 
of  Fabian  News,  or  as  provided  in  Rule  8,  Clause  2. 

2. — -A  public  meeting  shall  mean  a  meeting  to  which  non-members  are  admitted 
A  private  meeting  shall  mean  a  meeting  confined  to  members  of  the  Society. 

The  Executive  Committee. 

3. — Before  the  Annual  Meeting  to  be  held  in  May,  the  Society  shall  elect  by 
ballot  a  Treasurer  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  twenty-one  members  to  hold  office 
for  one  year.  Due  notice  shall  be  given  of  all  nominations  for  these  offices.  Voting 
papers  shall  be  sent  to  all  members,  together  with  the  April  number  of  the  NEWS, 
and  they  shall  be  returned  to  the  General  Office  on  or  before  April  20th. 
Scrutineers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Society,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  the 
ballot-box,  to  count  the  votes,  and  to  certify  to  the  General  Secretary  before  April  23rd, 
for  publication  in  the  News,  the  number  of  votes  polled.  The  new  Executive  shall 
come  into  office  on  April  25th.  In  case  of  Easter  occurring  about  the  dates  named, 
the  Executive  may  alter  them,  giving  due  notice  thereof ;  but  no  alteration  shall  ex- 
ceed seven  days.  In  case  of  a  tie,  the  candidate  who  has  been  longest  a  member  of 
the  Society  shall  be  elected.  Any  vacancies  which  occur  during  the  year  shall  be 
filled  by  election  after  due  notice,  but  only  in  the  event  of  the  number  of  the  Com- 
mittee falling  below  nineteen.  Five  members  shall  be  a  quorum.  Any  member  absent 
from  four  consecutive  meetings  of  the  Committee  or  its  standing  Sub-Committees 
without  obtaining  leave  of  absence,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  vacated  his  seat  on  the 
Committee  or  the  Sub-Committee. 

4. — The  Executive  Committee  shall  conduct  the  general  business  of  the  Society, 
appoint  the  paid  officers,  prepare  and  publish  tracts,  subject  to  Rule  9,  and  appoint 
ail  delegates  to  represent  the  Society.  It  shall  constitute  three  standing  sub-com- 
mittees to  deal  with  (i)  Organizing  and  Propaganda ;  (2)  Publishing ;  and  (3) 
Finance  and  General  Purposes. 

Committees. 

5. — Committees  for  special  purposes  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, but  notice  of  such  committees  (exclusive  of  those  dealing  with  purely  Execu- 
tive business)  shall  be  published  beforehand  in  the  Fabian  News,  or  at  private 
meetings,  in  order  that  any  member  desirous  to  serve  on  such  committees  may  have 
the  opportunity  of  sending  in  his  or  her  name  for  consideration  by  the  Executive. 

Order  of  Business. 

6. — Resolutions  of  which  due  notice  has  been  given  shall  be  placed  on  the 
agenda  of  the  first  private  meeting  of  the  Society  after  such  notice  has  been  pub- 
lished ;  provided  that  when  any  resolution  has  been  discussed  and  voted  on,  and 
within  twelve  months  of  the  date  thereof  notice  is  given  of  a  resolution  on  the  same 
subject,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  authorized,  if  they  think  fit,  to  defer  placing 
the  resolution  on  the  agenda  for  any  meeting  until  the  expiration  of  the  said  twelve 
months.  Resolutions  shall  not  be  moved  without  due  notice,  except  after  a  vote  of 
urgency  has  been  carried.  Business  may  be  taken  at  a  public  meeting,  but  only  with 
the  consent  of  the  chairman  previously  obtained. 

7. — Any  resolution,  not  affecting  the  constitution  of  the  Society,  its  Rules  or  its 
Basis,  may  be  declared  urgent  by  a  majority  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present 
in  a  private  meeting  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  members,  and,  if  so  declared,  shall 
be  discussed  and  voted  upon  forthwith. 

8. — When  a  requisition  signed  by  not  less  than  fifty  members  is  presented 
to  the  General  Secretary,  calling  for  a  private  meeting  to  discuss  any  resolution,  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  order  the  resolution  to  be  printed  in  FabiaN  News,  and 
shall  appoint  for  the  meeting  the  earliest  convenient  date  thereafter. 

When  a  requisition  of  urgency,  signed  by  not  less  than  one  hundred  members,  is 
presented  to  the  General  Secretary,  calling  for  a  private  meeting  to  discuss  a  specific 
notice  of  motion,  he  shall  summon  such  meeting  for  a  date  within  fourteen  days  from 
the  receipt  thereof,  and  shall  within  seven  days  notify  the  same  to  all  memi>ers,  by 
circular  or  otherwise. 
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Tracts. 

9. — Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, either  in  FabiaN  News  or  by  special  circular,  of  any  tracts  proposed  to  be 
issued  in  the  name  of  the  Society,  and  every  such  tract  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
members  at  a  private  meeting,  and  shall  only  be  published  when  adopted  by  that 
meeting. 

In  case  of  emergency  a  tract  may  be  adopted  at  any  private  meeting  upon  a  vote 
of  urgency. 

Tracts  bearing  the  name  of  the  author  may  be  issued  by  the  Executive  Committee 
on  behalf  of  the  Society. 

Membership. 

10. — Every  candidate  must  sign  a  declaration  that  he  accepts  the  Basis  of  the 
Society,  and  must  make  a  contribution  to  the  funds  before  election,  the  amount  to  be 
returned  if  he  is  not  elected. 

The  names  of  all  candidates  shall  be  printed  in  Fabian  News,  and  candidates 
shall  afterwards  be  submitted  for  election,  which  shall  be  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

11.— Members  who  do  not  take  part  in  the  work  of  the  Society  and  subscribe  to 
its  funds  during  one  year  may  be  removed  from  the  list  of  members  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

12. — A  member  may  be  expelled  from  the  Society  by  a  vote  of  more  than  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  present  at  a  meeting  of  not  less  than  fifty  members.  Due 
notice  of  the  motion  shall  be  given  to  the  General  Secretary;  but  such  notice  shall 
not  be  valid  and  shall  not  be  printed  in  Fabian  News  without  the  sanction  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Subscription. 

13. — Members  are  expected  to  subscribe  annually  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  in 
accordance  with  their  means. 

Associates. 

14. — .\ny  person  may  become  an  Associate  by  signing  a  statement  that  he  is  in 
general  sympathy  with  and  desirous  of  promoting  the  work  of  the  Society. 

Associates  must  pay  an  annual  subscription  of  at  least  los.,  and  are  entitled  to 
attend  all  the  meetings  not  expressly  confined  to  members,  and  to  receive  all  the 
ordinary  publications.  But  they  are  not  entitled  to  vote  at  meetings  of  the  Society  or 
to  take  any  other  part  in  the  management  of  its  affairs. 

Groups. 

15. — The  members  resident  in  or  near  London  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  local 
work,  be  divided  by  the  Executive  Committee  into  Groups  according  to  the  localities 
in  which  they  reside.  Each  Group  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  who  shall  keep  a  list  of 
the  Group  members,  and  shall  organize  the  work  of  the  Group. 

The  Group  Secretary  will  be  removable  by  a  vote  of  the  Group,  at  a  meeting 
attended  by  not  less  than  one-third  of  the  Group  members,  or  by  a  vote  of  the 
Society  after  due  notice  has  been  given. 

A  meeting  of  any  Group  may  be  summoned  either  by  the  Group  Secretary  or  by 
the  General  Secretary  by  order  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

A  Group  may  appoint  delegates  to  any  body  dealing  specially  with  the  affairs  of 
the  Group  area. 

Groups  for  particular  subjects  may  be  formed  in  accordance  with  such  regulations 
as  the  Executive  Committee  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Annual  Report. 
IG.— The  Annual  Report  and  Balance  Sheet,  made  up  to  March  31st,  shall  be 
sent  to  members  at  least  seven  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Alteration  of  Rules  and  Basis. 

17. — No  alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  the  Rules  shall  be  made  without  due  notice ; 
or  at  any  meeting  other  than  the  Annual  Meeting,  except  by  a  vote  of  more  than 
three-fourths  of  the  members  present  at  a  meeting  of  not  less  than  fifty  members. 
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No  alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  the  Basis  shall  be  made  until  it  has  been 
adopted,  after  due  notice  given,  by  a  vole  of  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present  at  an  Annual  Meeting,  and  confirmed  by  a  similar  vote  at  a  Special  Private 
Meeting  held  after  an  interval  of  not  less  than  six  months. 

Referendum. 

18. — The  Executive  Committee  may  at  any  time  refer  any  question  to  the 
decision  of  the  whole  Society,  the  voting  to  be  by  letter. 

Any  mover  of  a  resolution  which,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Society,  has  been  supported 
by  not  less  than  one  hundred  members  may  claim  a  poll  of  the  whole  Society,  the 
voting  to  be  by  letter.  If  an  amendment  is  carried,  and  the  original  resolution  is 
therefore  not  put,  the  mover  thereof  shall  have  the  right  to  demand  before  the  next 
business  that  the  chairman  take  a  count  of  the  members  who  support  the  resolution, 
and  if  this  number  is  not  less  than  one  hundred,  the  mover  may  claim  a  referendum 
as  aforesaid. 


BY-LAWS     FOR    LOCAL     FABIAN     SOCIETY    AND 
FABIAN    GROUP    ORGANIZATION. 


I.— The  County  of  London. 

1.  Any  ten  or  more  members  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
form  themselves  into  a  local  group. 

2.  Every  such  group  shall  consist  of  members  of  the  Society  in  its  area,  and  such 
other  Fabians  as  it  may  elect  ;  it  may  elect  its  own  associates,  provided  that  associate- 
ship  of  a  group  shall  not,  as  such,  confer  the  privileges  of  associateship  of  the  Society. 

3.  Every  local  group  shall  elect  a  secretary,  who  shall  be  the  medium  of  com- 
munication between  the  group  and  the  Executive  Committee. 

4.  Every  local  secretar}'  shall  forward  a  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  at 
least  once  a  quarter. 

5.  Every  such  group  shall  be  bound  by  all  resolutions  of  the  parent  Society. 

6.  The  Executive  Committee,  co-operating  with  existing  local  groups,  shall 
constantly  work  for  the  establishment  of  local  groups  in  districts  where  such  do  not 
exist. 

II.— Speci.^l  Suhject  Groups. 
ThK  regulations  for  Special  Subject  Groups  shall  be  the  same  as  those  for  local 
groujis  in  so  far  as  applicable,  except  that 

Special   Subject  Groups   shall  elect  their  own    members   from  amongst  the 
members  of  the  Society. 

III.— The  Provinces. 

A .  Local  Fabian  Societies. 

1.  Local  Fabian  Societies  shall  adopt  the  Fabian  Basis,  or  some  Basis  which  has 
been  sanctioned  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  parent  Society,  and  all  their 
members  shall  sign  the  said  Basis. 

2.  Subject  to  the  above,  local  Fabian  Societies  shall  enjoy  complete  aiitonomy  as 
to  the  election  of  their  officers,  members,  and  associates,  the  conduct  of  their  business, 
and  the  disposal  of  their  funds,  and  shall  not  be  bound  by  any  resolution  of  the  parent 
Society. 

3.  The  reports  of  the  local  Societies  shall  be  inserted  in  F.\H1.\N  News,  subject 
to  the  exigencies  of  space  and  the  general  control  of  the  editor. 

4.  Conferences  between  representatives  of  the  parent  Society  and  the  local  Fabian 
Societies  shall  be  held,  if  possible,  at  regular  intervals. 

B.  Local  Groups. 

1.  Where  no  local  Fabian  Society  exists,  the  Executive  Committee,  co-operating 
as  far  as  possible  with  Fabian  Societies  elsewhere,  nhall  endeavor  to  establish  Fabian 
local  groups,  and  such  groups  may  be  formed  in  any  locality  on  the  initiative  of  any 
local  Fab'ans. 

2.  Such  groups  shall  be  constituted  of  any  five  or  more  Fabians,  and  shall  have  a 
status  similar  to  that  of  local  groups  within  the  London  area.

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REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 
OF   FABIAN    SOCIETIES. 


With  the  object  of  stimulating  and  promoting  the  work  of  the  local  societies  and 
groups,  and  for  conferring  upon  questions  of  common  concern,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  parent  Society  shall,  at  least  once  in  each  year,  convene  a  conference  of 
duly  elected  representatives  of  groups  and  local  Fabian  Societies. 


The  conference  shall  consist  of  (a)  one  representative  of  each  group  or  local 
society  having  a  membership  as  hereinafter  defined  of  not  more  than  fifty,  together 
with  an  additional  representative  for  every  fifty  additional  members  or  part  thereof  ; 
(b)  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  parent  Society,  together  with  (if 
not  members  of  the  Executive  Committee)  the  Treasurer,  the  Secretary,  the  Organizing 
Secretary,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Parliamentary  Fund. 

The  membership  for  this  purpose  shall  be  reckoned  as  including  (a)  all  the  mem- 
bers of  each  group  and  such  members  of  each  local  society  as  are  also  members  of  the 
parent  Society,  and  (b)  members  of  the  local  Fabian  Societies  who  are  not  members 
of  the  parent  Society  on  whose  behalf  the  local  society  has  remitted  to  the  Treasurer 
a  capitation  fee  of  one  shilling. 

III. 

To  every  member  of  the  conference  residing  more  than  twenty  miles  from  the 
place  of  meeting  the  Treasurer  of  the  parent  Society  shall  pay  the  amount  of  third 
class  railway  fare  there  and  back,  and  (unless  hospitality  can  be  arranged)  a  sum  of 
seven  shillings  and  sixpence  per  night  spent  away  from  home  for  other  expenses.  A 
conference  fee,  sufficient  to  cover  the  total  of  these  and  the  other  necessary  expenses 
of  the  conference  (which  ought,  if  pos-ible,  not  to  exceed  one  pound  per  repre- 
sentative) shall  be  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  parent  Society  by  the  group  or 
society  sending  the  representative. 

IV. 

There  shall  be  laid  before  each  conference  for  discussion  and  such  resolutions  as 
may  be  decided  on  by  the  members  present : 

(a)  A  report  by  the  Executive  Committee  upon  the  progress  of  the  work  ol 

the  several  societies  and  groups  since  the  last  conference. 

(b)  Any  suggestions  sent  in  for  consideration  by  the  conference  or  prepared 

by  the   Executive   Committee  as  to  the  work  of  the  several  societies 
and  groups,  such  as  : 

(i)  Methods  of  propaganda. 

(2)  Organization  of  lecturing. 

(3)  Literature. 

(4)  Education  of  members  and  investigations  or  study. 

(5)  The  political  activities  within  the  reach  of  each  society. 

(6)  Any  other  subject  that  may  be  deemed  within  the  scope  of  the 

conference. 

(c)  The  arrangements  for  the  conference  itself. 

On  any  of  the  above  matters  (a),  (b),  (c),  any  resolutions  arrived  at  by  the  con- 
ference should  take  the  form  of  recommendations  to  the  Executive  or  to  the  several 
groups  or  local  societies. 
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If  it  should  be  deemed  necessary  at  any  time  lo  take  action  on  any  of  the  follow- 
ing matters,  such  action  shall  not  he  taken  by  the  parent  Society  or  by  any  of  the 
local  societies  until  the  proposal  has  been  brought  before  the  conference  for  discussion 
and  (if  so  decided)  ordered  for  referendum  : 

(d)  Any  alteration  in  the  Basis  of  the  Fabian  Society. 

(e)  Any  union,  affiliation  or  formal  alliance  with  any  other  society,  or  with 

any  political  party,  whereby  the  freedom  of  action  of  any  society  or 
group,  or  of  the  officers  or  members  thereof,  is  in  any  way  limited,  or 
any  termination  of  such  a  union,  affiliation,  or  formal  alliance  already 
entered  into. 

(f )  Any  change  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference,  or  of  these  regulations, 

or  in  the  amount  of  the  capitation  fee. 
On  any  of  the  above  matters  (d),  (e),  (f),  the  conference  may  pass  resolutions, 
either  in  terms  of  recommendation  or  else  mandatory.  In  the  latter  case  they  shall 
be  binding  on  the  Executive  Committee,  the  groups  and  the  local  societies,  unless  the 
conference  itself,  the  Executive  Committee,  or  local  societies  containing  not  less  than 
one-tenth  of  the  membership  entitled  to  be  represented  at  the  conference,  ask  that  a 
referendum  of  such  members  be  taken. 

There  shall  be  supplied  free  of  charge  to  the  Secretaries  of  local  Fabian  Societies 
the  cost  being  deemed  to  be  covered  by  the  capitation  fee)  a  sufficient  number  of 
copies  of  Fabian  News,  and  of  all  tracts  supplied  gratuitously  to  members,  to  enable 
every  member  or  associate  on  whose  behalf  a  capitation  fee  has  been  paid  to  receive  a 
copy  ;  and  the  local  societies  shall  be  bound  to  place  such  copies  without  delay  in  the 
hands  of  all  their  members,  by  post  or  otherwise.

BASIS. 

The  Fabian  Society  consists  of  Socialists. 

It  therefore  aims  at  the  re-organization  of  Society  by  the  emancipation  of  Land 
and  Industrial  Capital  from  individual  and  class  ownership,  and  the  vesting  of  them 
in  the  community  for  the  general  benefit.  In  this  way  only  can  the  natural  and 
acquired  advantages  of  the  country  be  equitably  shared  by  the  whole  people. 

The  Society  accordingly  works  for  the  extinction  of  private  property  in  Land  and 
of  the  consequent  individual  appropriation,  in  the  form  of  Rent,  of  the  price  paid  for 
permission  to  use  the  earth,  as  well  as  for  the  advantages  of  superior  soils  and  sites. 

The  Society,  further,  works  for  the  transfer  to  the  community  of  the  administration 
of  such  industrial  Capital  as  can  conveniently  be  managed  socially.  For,  owing  to 
the  monopoly  of  the  means  of  production  in  the  past,  industrial  inventions  and  the 
transformation  of  surplus  income  into  Capital  have  mainly  enriched  the  proprietary 
class,  the  worker  being  now  dependent  on  that  class  for  leave  to  earn  a  living. 

If  the.=e  measures  be  carried  out,  without  compensation  (though  not  without  such 
relief  to  expropriated  individuals  as  may  seem  fit  to  the  community)  Rent  and  Interest 
will  be  added  to  the  reward  of  labor,  the  idle  class  now  living  on  the  labor  of  others 
will  necessarily  disappear,  and  practical  equality  of  opportunity  will  be  maintained  by 
the  spontaneous  action  of  economic  forces  with  much  less  interference  with  personal 
liberty  than  the  present  system  entails. 

•r^ii^For  the  attainment  of  these  ends  the  Fabian  Society  looks  to  the  spread  of 
Socialist  opinions,  and  the  social  and  political  changes  consequent  thereon,  including 
the  establishment  of  equal  citizenship  for  men  and  women.  It  seeks  to  achieve  these 
ends  by  the  general  dissemination  of  knowledge  as  to  the  relation  between  the 
individual  and  Society  in  its  economic,  ethical  and  political  aspects. 


The  Members'  Bookshelf. 

Members  and  Associates  of  the  Society  can  borrow  books 
free  of  charge  (beyond  out  of  pocket  expenses)  from  the 
above  Library,  which  contains  some  6,000  volumes  on 
Socialism,  Politics,  Social  Problems,  Economics,  History, 
etc.,  both  of  our  own  and  of  other  countries. 
The  rules  are  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  Library  is  open  to  members  and  associates  of  the  Society. 

2.  Books  must  not  be  taken  from  the  office  without  the  authority 
of  some  member  of  the  staff. 

3.  Every  book  must  be  returned  as  soon  as  it  is  done  with  (in 
order  that  it  may  be  available  for  other  members),  and  in  any  case  it 
must  not  be  kept  for  more  than  a  month  without  permission. 

4.  Onl}^  one  book  can  be  lent  to  a  member  at  one  time,  and  it 
must  be  returned  before  another  can  be  borrowed. 

5.  Any  postage  expended  in  forwarding  a  book  must  be  repaid 
when  the  book  is  returned. 

A  borrower  applying  by  post  is  recommended  to  name  several 
books,  as  thereby  the  chance  that  something  will  be  sent  to  him  is 
increased.
